ceeding Volumes we foall fet rt to enlarge on certain Articles, which may require far- 
= ther Explanation, and Jatisfy the Enquiries made from Time to Time by feveral of our 
wubjeribers. 

SOME unable to conceive, that the Remarks of Jo many Travellers, as are often found, 
the Jame Country, could be brought into the Compas of one, reitbout greatly injuring.them , andi. 
others from a Suppofition, that the Inequality, which frequently appears, as to Bulk, in the Defepite-the Renate 
tion of different Countries, mmt be owing to our not treating them with equal Regard, ‘or to-. 
our retrenching much of the material Parts of fome more than others, have defired, shat we 
would give the Remarks of Travellers sheir full Scope, and nat curtail then: for Sake of bring - 
ing our Calleétion into the Compafs propofed. 

BUT we can afjure thofe public-fpirited Gentlemen, that we give every Thing its due 
Scope, and preferve all that we deem neceffary, without confidering whether it makes little or 
such, We do net leave-out any ching that fbould be retained, in order to fborter, ar Reep any som pin 
thing in that might be lefi-out, in wr 40 lengthen an Account ; to preferve the ufeful, and ex-*) 

nunge the luous, being equally our Defign. If the Defcription of one Country happens to!” 

more cr lefs copious and complete than that of another, it is folely becaufe she ufeful Remarks, 

furnifoed by the Authors made uje of, are more or lei copious and complete, of which they would 

‘fon be convinced, swere they only ta confult the Originals sbemjelves. It is Jo far from our In- 

‘tention 40 curtail any thing which may be xfeful, shat it is rather t0 be feared we fometimes in 

troduce what might have been omitted : But it is a Rule with us rather to be redundant than 

deficient 5 as Redundances may be borne with, but Imperfettions give Readers of Judgment at 

rooted Prejudice to a Performance, and fix a Brand upon its Reputation, which tt carries 

down with it to Pofterity: Whereof fome of the Collections, mentioned in the Preface to our 

former Volume, are Inftances. 

SOME of our Subjeribers bave complained, that they thought we curtail the Adventures. 

of Travels too much in our Abpratis , and yet others have imagined shat cwe did net retrencb 
them enough : The Truth is, we bave endeavoured to avoid both Exticmes, Of this, seus 
prefume, be prefent Voly be affords the Reader many Inftances. Let hini but compare the Ab-™

‘parifon of tbe latter, yet it will appear, that we bave given the Subjance of every Thing 
that feemed any way material, Had we inferted every Thing, which thole Authors thought 1+ 
to infect im their Fournals, we flould perbaps have nauleated even thofé who read Voyages ard 
Trawde cbiefly for Sake of the Adventures,

“Matiers, shan from the moft laboured and particular Defeription : For this Reafon we bave 
Sometimes brought into the Digel or Defeription of Countries, what atberwife might feem more 
‘proper for the Fournal. After all it mujh be confefed, that feveral Things retained in she Ab 
Siratis may te Jome of our Readers appear trifiing, or at leapt fuch as might have been omilted, 
‘without doing any Injury to the Authors : And indeed bad we chofen rather to pleaje curjelves, 

than do what we feared might bave given many of our Subferibers Room 10 complain, or 
invidious Critics @ Pretence for carping, we foould bave left-out feveral Things which soe have 

‘for thofe Reafons inferted, 

Sukie” WE might, indeed, bave fbortened feme Deferiptions by omitting tbe Inftances often given 
"dy Authors, with relation to the Subjetts they treat of : But, in fo doing, we fhould wot only 
Pruck-out fome of tbe moft beautiful Articles in Author’, but likewile have burt the De- 
feriplion ; fince nothing confirms the Truth of a Remark, or firikes the Imagination fo frongly, 
‘as an Inftance /bewing the Virtues or Vices of a People; and thus an Account from an Author 
of a Coronation Funeral, Execution, or the like, which he delivers as an Exe-Witnefi, gives 
ihe Reader a for more lively and fatisfattory Idea of the Jame, than a bare Relation of the 
Manner Low uch Things are performed: Becaule for one you bave the Author's orn Authority, 
or the Particulars, Juch as they really were; whereas the other appears in no better Light 
than as Hearjay, or Report. For this Reafon, after giving the Character, or Defcription, from 
one Author, we wake no Scruple to infert the Inflance from another, in cafe we meet with any. 
Fount ob SOME of our Sulferibers bave cbjefted again the Method of citing our Authors, as if 
Nias it was needlefs 0 refer to the fame Writer fo da in the fame Page ; payne thought, that

Gees NOR soould our introducing the Nemes of the feveral Writers frequently in the Text, 
mnuch belp the Matier ; fince, svitbout particular References to the refpeétive Pages of their 
Relations, (fome of which are very cxpious, and confit of porchoipecen ts the 5 is of 
Jinding the Articles in the Original, would render it Pill doubtfuly avbetber they were in the 
‘Travellers to which they are afcribed, or not. Hewever, we do mot always quote them with an 
equal Stridinefi; for, when the Remarks are fuperficial, or of no great Moment, we fometimes 
mix the Accounts of twa or three Autbors together, and refer to them all at the End of the 
Article: But this we do to aveid the Prolixity (not the Trouble) which attends quoting wit 
shat Diftinéinefs necefary in Articles of Importance.

‘Things in bis own Words: We oxght not to ave varied from ibem a fingle Letter : We myft"s* 
mot perbaps bave omitted any one Particular, or even changed the Order of bis Remarks ; for then—. 
they cwowld properly be our Words, or Relation of Matters, nob his : But, delivering Things in 
the third Perfon, swe only repor? what an Author Jays on certain Subjetts, and therefore are 
not obliged to tranferibe his very Words, being accountable only for the true Senfe and Meaning 
of them, If in this we difebarge our Duty, we fo far perform all that is incumbent on us, or 
our Readers can defire, Not but that, im relating any Fatl, we bave made it a Rule to 
keep as near the Author's own Words as paffible, confitent with our Defign of retrenching the 
Superfuities of Stiley and often give bis ‘very Words at Length, efpectally sobere she Dic~ 
tion 1s obfcure, or there appears t0 be the leaft Doubs about the Senje.

‘oalts of Africa, yet the French difpute their 
Title to this Honour, and affirm, that the Mor- 
mans waded at Rufifco, and even as far as Sierra 
Leona, {0 early as the Year 1364. As a Proof of 
this, Labat refers to a Deed of Afluciation, enter- 
ed into between the Merchants of Dieppe and 
Rouén, to carry on this Trade, in September, 
1365%. The Effeéts of this Aflociation appear- 
ed the Year following, when they fitted out a 
greater Number of Ships than ufual; refolving to 
extend their Commerce along this Coaft, and 
ftrengthen it by building Fa€tories at proper Dif- 
tances, as well in order to fecure their Goods 
and Servants, as that. the Natives might always 
find an open Trade, and their own Ships their 
Cargoes ready to load here », 

With this View it was, that after augment- Alng this 
ing their Settlements on the Sanaga, at fifo, Coat. 
and on the Gambra, they made new Eftablith- 
ments at Sierra Leona, and on the Pepper-Coaft ; 
one of which was called Little Paris, and the o- 
ther Little Dieppe, from the Towns that were 
fosmed near t! Fa@tories or Forts. By this 
Means they extended their Settlements and Trade, 
and built the Fort of Le Mina De Ore, or Del 
Mina, on the Guinea Coat, in 1382, as well as 
thofe at Atra, Kermantin, and other Places. 
Thefe brought them in incredible Wealth, which 
would have continued to increafe, in Proportion 
to the Trade, had it not been for the civil Wars, 
that fucceeded the unhappy Death of Charles 
VL 1392 ¢.

The Death of 
fome of the principal Merchants perplexed the 
Company’s Affairs; but the greateft Caufe of its 
Declenfion was, that many who had gotten vaft 
Riches, began to be afhamed of the Name of 
Traders, although to that they owed their For- 
tunes; and allying with the Nobility, fet up for 
aed So fell the famous Commerce of the 

orman Company. Their moft flourifhing Set- 
tlements went, one by one, to Decay : The moft 
diftant were abandoned firft; and of fo many 
Faétories none remained at the End of the fix- 
tetnth Century, but that on the Niger, fince 
called the Ile of Samaga *, 

Tis might be afcribed to its being the 
neareft Settlement they had to Europe, and to the 
Difficulty of paffing the Mouth ot the Sanaga, 
which effectually defended this Poft againft all 
Strangers. For thefe Reafons, fays Labat, the c 
affociated Company of Dieppe and Rouén always 
preferved this Poft, and kept here the Direétors 
and Faétors neceflary to carry on its Trade. Of 
thefe Labat gives the Succeffion from the Sieur 
Thomas Lombard, 1626, to the Sieur de Beulay, 
in 1664, when that Company was obliged to yield 
up its Rights ». 

Tus fecms to leave no Room to doubt but the 
French were {ettled at the Mouth of the River 
Sanaga, in 1626 ©; the Dire&tion of the Trade 4 
being then in the Hands of the Rowén Company, 
and continued fo till 1664 ; when, by the King’s 
Authority, they were obliged to fell their Rights 
and Privilege to a new Society, ereéted by the 
Title of the Weft India Company, for one hun- 
dred and fifty thoufand Livres, This Company 
managed their Affairs fo ill, that, in 1673, the 
King obliged them to affign their Charter, (of 
which thirty Years were unexpired) to a new 
Company, for feventy five thoufand Livres, But ¢ 
in 1681 this Company fell to Decay; fo that 
they fuld their Claim to a new Set of Under- 
takers, for one million, ten thoufand. This 
third French African Company, the King con- 
firmed by a new Charter, which limited their 
Commerce between Cape Blanco, and*Sierra Le- 
ona; the Privilege of trading Southward to the 
Cope of Good Hope, being granted to a new Com- 

ny, by the Name of the Guinea Company *. 

_ In 1694, this Company, finding their Affairs ¢ 
in Diforder, by the King’s Confent, fold the nine- 
teen Years remaining in their Charter for three 
hundred thoufand Livees, to the Sieur D' Apougny,

Company having no better Succefs than the pre- 
ceding, in 1709, made over their Rights for two 
hundred He fifty thoufand Livres, to a Sct of 
Merchants at Rovén, referving to themfelves a 
Moiety of the Trade on certain Conditions: But 
eplecing to fulfil the fame, the Merchants of 
Rowén were confirmed by the King, as the fifth 
Sanaga Company. In 1717, the new [#%/f In- 
dia, or Mififipi Company at Paris, bought the 
African Trade of the Rouén Merchants, tor one 
million, fix hundred thoufand Livres, of which 
they ftill continue in Pofleffion *. 






T may be here not improper, to give fome Proprft of 


Remarks on the Rife and Progre(s of thefe feveral"*S/- 
fucceffive Companies trading to Africa, ‘The firft 
Company, which had bought the Rights of the 
Norman Affociates, and thofe of the Lords Pro- 
prictors of the Ifles of Martinico, Guardaloupe, 
St.Chriflopher’s, Santa Cruz,Granada and Maria- 
galante, had from the Miniftry all the Encou- 
ragement and Affiflance they could wifh, the 
King fupplying them with Men of War and 
Troops; fo that they could not have miffed 
Succefi, if they had been content to keep within 
Bounds: But by endeavouring to monopolize all 
the Trade of the Kingdom to Africa and Ame’, 
rica, by the Title of the 1¥4f India Company, 
they ruined their Affairs, This may be confider- 
ed as the firft African Company, eftablithed by 
Authority ; the old Norman one being only a 
private Aflociation of Merchants. Its Succefi 
was anfwerable to its Ambition, that is to fay, by 
gralping at too much, it loft all: ‘The King al- 
lowing them to difpofe of the thirty Years re~ 
maining inthe Patent. There was, indeed, a 
Claufe of Redemption, when the Time expired : 
But long before that, this frft Company was en- 
tirely broken; the King, in 1674, ftripping 
them of their Property in the American Mles, and 
reuniting them to the Crown, 
the fecond Company was for thirty Years, and coad, 
their Privileges extended for Trade, from Cape 
Blanco, to the Cape of Good Hope, exclufive of 
all others‘.

1678. This Company alfo made advantageous 
‘Treaties with the Kings of Rufifeo, Portadali, 
and 7cal, in 1679; bywhich thefe Princes yield- 
ed the Property of all the Sea-Coaft, between 
Cape de Verde and the Gambra (which is an Ex- 
tent of thirty Leagues) and fix Leagues within 
Land; with an Exclufion to all Strangers trading 
there, and an Exemption from all Cuftoms. The 
fame Year the Company contracted with the 
King to fapply the American Ifles belonging to his 
Majefty with two thoufand Negros yearly, for 
«wight Years; and ¢o furnifh over and above fuch 
a Number as he fhould think proper for his 
Gallies +. 

Tue Loffes of this fecond Company by the 
Wars, and the Debts contraéted to fupport them, 
Oblized them to give way ; fo that their Credi- 
tors were glad to compound with them for a 
Fourth. Thefe ill Sueceffes of two Companies 
made People fo unwilling to engage in the Afri- 
can Trade, that it was with great Difficulty the 
Miniftry could get a Number fufficient to raife a 
new Company: Yet the Difference of the Price 
at which the fecond Company fold out, in Com- 
parifon of the firlt, fhews, that they had great- 
ly augmented their Fund, during the Time of 
their Management.

> Suc tefs, when Mr. Seignelay, then Minifter of 


State, thought proper to divide the Extent of 
their Charter, by reftraining it from Cape Blan- 
coto the River of Gambra inclufive; and ereét- 
ing a new Company, by the Title of that of 
Guinea, At was found, that a fmall Company, 
with a narrow Fund, could not poffibly carry on 
a Commerce of fuch Extent.

Year 1721, when the Atififipi Company, who 
had, in 1717, purchafed the Rights of the filth 
Sanaga Company, fitted out a fmall Squadron of 
three Frigates, under the Command of the Sieur 
Salvert, in order tqsecover Aiguin. He le.t Port 
LOrient, Fanuary 6, 1721, in the Fafon, Com- 
modore, with the Duke of Orleans, and tle Ex- 
pedition Frigate, in Hopes to micet three other Ships 
of his Squadron, fitted frum Havre de Grace, at 
their Rendezvous, the Ifle of Teneriffe*. 

He arrived there, February 3, and was about 
to anchor to wait for his Conforts, when the 
Caftle and Fort St. Anarew fired cach with Bull: On 
which, the Sieur Sa/vers making a Sigual to know 
the Reafon, prefintly a Cane came-cff with the 
Flag of St, Reb > and approached them with 
the fame Precautions ufed to Vetlels that have the 
Plague on boatd. They brought a Letter from 
the French Con(ul, informing them, that the 
King of Spain had abfolutcly forbidden all Com- 
munication with the French Ships, on account of 
the Plague which then raged in Provence *, ex- 
cept furnifhing tlem with Neceflaries, which he 
promifed to do, provided they kept out to Sea. 
Accordingly, next Day, the Officer returned, and 
brought aha, Joaden with fuch Refrefhments as 
the Sicur Salvert had defired, obliging him to 
take the Boat and all.

of February kept plying off the Harbour, in Ex- 
pectation of them, but to no Purpofe, He then 
failed for the Coaft, and arrived at Portendic, 
February 13, where he found the /a Prempte, one 
of his Fleet; which had anchored there the E- 
vening before, without touching at the Canaries. 
Here alfo he was difappointed of finding 
fome Interlopers. He anchored oppofite the Bar 
in feven Fathom and an half, and fent his Boat 
afhore: By which he was informed, that two 
Dutch Ships of fixteen Guns each, and an En- 
glifbman of twenty-fix, had loaded there, and 
failed the twenty-fourth of December; and that 
there had been no’Veffels fince, though Gum was 
very plenty that Year. He failed the fame Night 
to hide his Courfe from the Moers, and bore a- 
way for Cape Blanco, which he reached on the 
twentieth in the Morning, but found none of his 
Squadron as he expected. He difcovered only a 
Bark run-aground in a {mall Bay, a League and 
an half from the Cape, which he fent his Boats 
to examine, while he came to anchor; and called 
a Council to confider how to enter the Bay with 
Safety from the Shoals, none of his Pilots-or Sai- 
lors being acquainted with the Place, This o-

next Day, the Squadron fet fail, and arrived, Fo, ne 
bruary 24, in the Escning, five Le-gues from Ar- 
guin, where they were obliged to musr ; and the 
twenty-fifth attempted to find a Paffage to ape 
proach the Mc, but without Succch, Next Day, 
the Sieur Sa‘vert embarked the Tivops defiened 
to form the Siege, znd puuing hinvlell at their 
Head, landed in a fnyali Bay ; wheie they few a 
Body of forty ot fity Men, whe appeared to be 
intrenched, with a Delign of opputing their De- 
feent. They retired after difchareing afew Sluts, 
and pofted themfelves on an Eminence, where 
they ftood their Ground, till they faw the French 
advance; when they again retreated, and potted 
themfelves in a Place that feemed to be a Re- 
trenchment, there appearing nothing but their 
Heads and Mufkets. 


THeE French now difcovered that thee were onl, Drfrded by 


Moors, and judging tha the pretended Prufians™ 
had retived and quitted the Fort to the Care of 
the Natives, the Sieur Salvert fent an Officer 
with a Drum to order thefe People to march a- 
way, and deliver up the Fort: But they would 
hear no Propofitions, two Moors appearing from 
their Body, with their Sabres drawn, and called 
out to the Officer to retire, This made the Franch 
defigned to ftand firm, 
as they were fupported by the Guns of the Fort. 
But when the Moors faw the Difpofitions made for 
attacking them, they withdrew, after the firft 
Difcharge, into the Fort; which immediately hicd 
on the French two Guns loaden with old Nails, 
which did no Hurt. The Soldiers, who had 
marched up to this fuppofed Retrenchment, found 
it a fine large Ciftern, capable of holding four 
hundred Men. The Water, though none of the 
beft, was a great Refrefhment to the Troops, 
The Sieur Safvert fent again a Drummer to fum- 
mon the Fort, but they fired on him. Mean 
time, the Troops having refted fome Hours, he 
made three Detachments: The firft had Orders 
to take Poffeffion of a fecond Ciftern, about halfl 
a Mutket-Shot from the Fort; the fecond to briry 
Provifions from the Boats; and the third to fur- 
rize athird Ciftern, fuppofed to lie near the 
‘ort, but was not to be found.

third Detachment: But being fupported by the)" 
Piquet of the Camp, they made the Enemy re- 
treat harfhly, leaving behind a Meor wounded, 
and followed them to the Fort. The Night of

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demolithing the Houfes of the Moers Village, 
within a Piftol-fhot of the Fort, for the Sake of 
the Wood, which they wanted both to drefs their 
Victuals, and raife their Batteries. “Che Afeers 
made a brifk Fire all the while, both with their 
great and fmall Arms ; but did them no Damage. 

ext Day the Sieur Sa/vert fending his Drum 
to fummon the Fort, there came out a Man, 
Who, {peaking Dutch, faid he would acquaint tle 
Chief of the AZcors with it, the Fort being in 
their Pofleflion, and bring back an Anfwer in an 
Hour; which was, that the Afr Governor 
would defend the Place, while there was a Stone 
ftanding, on Account of the Conduét of the 
French when they took it before *. 

Tur twenty-feventh, at Night, the Moors 
fent out a Party, who, creeping along the Shore, 
had certainly cut off the Detachment, detached 
the fime Night, to bring the Provifions and Ne- 
cellities trom the Boats to the Camp, if the Sieur 
Salvert, who was umely informed of it, had not 
fent out two Parties to intercept them, and poft- 
ed himfelf fo, by taking Pofleffion of the Village, 
as to cut off their Retseat, Thefe Motions cb- 
liged them to return with Precipitation to the 
Fort, from whence they made a furious Fire, but 
with little Effect. The Remainder of February, 
and the two firft Days of March, were cinploy- 
cd in bringing to the Camp the Artillery and 
other Necefizries for ere€ting Batteries. They 
raifed one of Six-Pounders behind Barrels fill- 
ed with Sand, which ferved for a Parapet, half 
a Mufket-Shot from the flanked Angle of the 
South Baftion, from whence they began to fire, 
March 5, at Day-Break. The Befieged made a 
great Fire with their fmall Arms, but little Ule 
of their Cannon; befides, their Manner of firing, 
fhewed them bungling Gunners.

went Supplies from the Continent, by Mcans of 
their Boats, and a Sloop anchored beneath the 
‘Walls of the Fort on the Eaft-Side, the Sieur 
Salvert tried to furprize or burn this Veflel ; but 
the Moors removed it to the North-Side of the 
Fort, where it lay fecure, March 7, the Para-

The Sieur ‘fobn Vine, who had a- 
bandoned im, was on board with four Moers. 
She had twenty-five Ton of Gum in her, which 
made her a good Prize *. 

Tue Sieur Sahert, on examining the Officers, 
Supplies to 
the Fort at Arguin; and had a new Governor on 
board, for that Place, called ‘febn Reers, with 
thirty-two Recruits for the Garifon: That the 
Ship left at Arguin; which was bound for the 
Coaft_of Guinea, had only engaged to put the 
new Governor afhore, or on board the Galliot, 
in cafe they found the Fort taken, which he had 
done, That the Sieur Reers having gone on 
board the Galliot at Cape St, Anne, had failed 
after the Ship; and touching at the Ifle of Tidre, 
or Ner >, had found the Sieur Vine, who had re- 
tired thither with the Moors, after they had a- 
bandoned the Fort; that Reers had infinuated to 
the Moors, that the Dutch Company being in- 
formed of the Fresch Defigns to invade their Li- 
beity, had fent him exprefly to make a new Set- 
tlement in that Country, (in cale Arguin was 
loft) in order to preferve their Freedom of Com- 
merce, and protect them from the Infults of the 
French, Laitly, that if they would fecond him, 
he had all the 
Goods for Trade; and did not doubt receiving 
from Holland Affiftance and Supplies. In fhort, 
by thefe Artifices he had gained-over a great Part 
of thefe People, 

Waxw kay got to Portendic, he wrote to 
Aiifpandora, a Chief of the Moors, of the Tribe 
of Etaraza *, who had been his Acquaintance 
when he was formerly Governor of Arguin, 
for the counterfeit Profi. Reers, who {poke 
the Arabic, as if it had been his natural Tongue, 
was much efteemed and beloved by the Moors ; 
and made fo good Ufe of his Influence, that 4- 
difpandora, contrary to the Treaty he had made 
with the Sieur Briie, in 171 granted Reers a 
Permiffion to build a Fort at Portendic, promifin; 
to protect him againft thofe who fhould mole! 
him, and furnifhed him with Men to land his 
Goods, and help to build his Fort. 

For this Purpofe the Sieur Reers had already gots 
ten afhore four Four-Pounders, three thou 
Pound of Powder, Bullets, and Urenfils; aGarifon, 
with Arms, Baggage, and Provifions; ten thoufand 
Bricks, four hundred Plarfks of twenty Foot long, 
Side Planks for Platforms, Oak-Beams, and a large 
wooden Houle brought in Pieces from Holland,

This Fence had, every three Foot, triangular

WirH the Sieur Janneguin’s Leave, it may 
be queftioned, whether an Author who is fo de- 
feétive in his Geography of the Country he vifits, 
can fatisfy his Readers Expectation; and yet it 
muft be confeffed he has done better than could 
reafonably be expected from a common Soldier,.if 
he had not promifed fo much himfelf: For his 
Remarks in gencral give a tolerable Light into the 
Cuftoms of the Negros; and fome of them are 
very particular as well as exact.

In this Manner they lived till they dil 
covered an Englifh Ship, bound to the Ifics of 
Peru, who fent her Boat afhore; sad onc of them 
Bping on board, intreated the Exglife Captain to 
releafe them out of their Diftrefs, who not ha- 
ving Provifions for fuch a Number, offercd to 
take the half of them. They drew Lots who 
fhould have the Benefit of this Propofal, and 
thofe who were fuccefsful went on board the 
Englifo Ship : The reft remained afhore under 
the fame Hardfhips, til] the Arrival of Captain 
Lambert *, who now arrived {eafonably to their 
Relief. 

Tue Mifery to which they found thefe fhip- 
wrecked People reduced, touching them with 
Compaffion, they readily affifled them with 
Waiftcoats, Breeches, Shoes, &c. to fupply their 
Neceffitics. The Diftrels of thefe People touched 
them the more, not only from the Futigues and 
Miferies they had fuffcred, but becaufe the poor 
Men had loft, by this Misfortune, all the Fruits 
of their Voyage. What gave them moft Trou- 
ble, was to think, that as their Provifions were 
Jow, and their Allowances reduced, thefe new 
Comers unfeafonably put-in for a Share. It was 
but four Days fince the Purfer meafured out their 
Bread left for their Voyage hence, and yet their 
Allowance had been rctrenched; it being found 
they had not Bread for above two Mon: 
thorteft Time they could hope to get home in: 
So that they dreaded the ill Effects of this Piece 
of Humanity, which yet was no more than an 
indifpenfable Duty ; and indecd they felt them by 
fid Experience, though not till they were near 
the End of their Voyage. Herc they found great 
Refrefhment in the Tortoifes which they got a- 
thore, of which they falted fome Barrels to fave 
their other Stores. He obferves, that many of 
their Men recovered their Healths by this nou- 
rithing Food. 

Here they careened their Ship, and took-in 
Water». ey had bad Weather in their Re- 
turn home, and three Weeks before they made 
the Coat of France, their Provifions ran fo fhort, 
that they were reduced to three Ounces of Bread 
a Day; which moreover was fo mouldy, that 
they were forced to ftcep it in the Broth th 
boiled their Fat in, to make it go down.

To the Memoirs of the Sieur Brite, Labat d 
hath added from other Authors what_he soe 
neceffary to complete his Defign. The worlt of 
it is, that this Editor does not always mention 
his Authorities, or diftinguifh the Informations 
he received from M. de Briie, from his own Re- 
Aleétions : So that there is no knowing often whom 
they belong to, or what Part thofe Additions may 
make with refpeét to the Whole. Indeed in his 
Account of the Vegetables, Birds, and Animals, 
he frequently quotes the Ancients, and fometimes 
the Moderns: Bur then it muft not be prefumed 
chat every thing belongs to M. Brite, excepting 
thofe Remarks, for which fome-body elfe is quo- 
ted; fince we have met with his Defcriptions in 
earlier Authors, fomctimes Word for Word, 
which we have marked in our Notes. In fhort, 
‘we cannot be certain that any Part of M. Briie’s

T was not long after the Sieur Brite’s firft Ar-Cargfed by 


rival in Africa, 1697, in the Quality of Di- 
rettor and Governor-General for the Company, 
that he became acquainted with Latir-fal Sau- 
Aabé, King of Kayor*, ftiled Damel, on Occa- 
fion of one hundred and fifty Slaves which he 
rchafed in lefs than three Weeks at Rufi/co.

He 
uld, at leaft, on this Occafion, have fent 
one of his Officers in his Place: But he was 
probably afraid, that the Perfon he employed 
might ave turned his Arms againft him, and 
taken from him the Crown he had ufurped, 
This kept him in continual Jealouly and Mit 
truft of all about him; fo that excepting the 
Times he came to trade at Rife, he kept ge- 
nerally at Saran, on the Confines of Kuyor and 
Baol, with a few Officers and Slaves, in whom 
he could confide. 


Some Time after this famous Campaign, the qp,carem 


Sieur Brie having received an Affortment ofBjve. 


Goods by a Fleet from France, fent Notice to 
the Damel, as he had promifed; and wrote hin 
Word,thatifhe hada fufficient Number of Slaves, 
he was ready to trade with him. This Prince, 
as well as the other Negro Menarchs, have al- 
ways a fure Way of fupplying this Deficiency, 
by felling their own Subjeéts ; for which they 
feldom want Pretenfions of fome Kind or other, 
to juftify- their Rapine. The Damel had Re- 
F courfe to this Method, knowing the Sieur Brie 
would give him no Credit, as he was already in 
the Company’s Debt: He feized three bundred 
of his own People, and fent Word to the Sieur 
Briie, that he had Slaves to deliver for his Goods,

HIs Difappointment put him greatly out of 
Temper: He exprefled tis uefeataene, to the 
Sieur Briie, telling him, that he had paffed-by, 
too eafily, many of his Rights, to the Lofs of d 
his Revenue ; particularly a Duty of a Bar a 
Head for every Slave exported, and other Cuf- 
‘toms payable for Liberty of buying Provifions. 
Te is true, this covetous Prince endeavoured

In 1666, Rio Frefeo, according to Villaults r, ttf 


had about two hundred Houfes, and not above 
threc hundred Men, befides Women and Chil- 
dren.

thatched Huts in Normandy, built only with. 
Mud, and flicks laid acrof. 
LOYER, whowas here in'1701, fays it is 
a much better ‘Town than that of Cape Bernard, 
and may contain about two or three hundred 
Houfes, built like others, with Palmitto and 
Reeds; only that, as this is the chief Town ” of 
the Kingdom (of Kaylor} the Houfes are Jarger, 
and more convenient..

Upon the Whole, it is certain few Accidents 
happen from thefe Infeéts, and one would be apt 
to think there was a League of Amity between 
them and the Negros; for they go frecly into the

If 
they chance to be bitten, they burn the Part, or fire 
Gunpowder upon it. This makes a Scar, which 
<draws out the Venom, if it be applied in Time; 
otherwife, feizing on the more noble Parts, it 

‘kills prefently. 
« THe Sereres Negros do not come-off fo well 
with thefe Creatures, as their Neighbours; for as 
they have neither Marbiéts nor Grifgris, they 
are moft afraid », and keep as much out of their 
‘Way as poffible. They are at open War with 
them, lay Snares for them very cunningly, catch 
cand eat them, and fay they are very good Meat. 
Some of thefe Snakes are twenty-five Foot 
long, and a Foot and an half Diameter: But 
they fay thefe arc lefs venomous than thofe of 
two Inches thick, and five Foot long; at leaft 
they are more cafily avoided, as one may fee 
thein farther-off; neither are they quite fo nim- 
ble as the fmall Ones. Some are all green, which 
therefore cannot be difcerned in the Grafs 3 others 
are fpotted, or cle vary with feveral bright Co- 
jours: And fay is a red Sort, whofe 
Bite is uncurable. But Labat took all thefe to 
be only idle Tales invented by the Marbits to 
raife the Price of their Grifgris: For, fays he, 
how can Colour alter the ity of the Poifon? 
However he acknowledges, that if an Artery be 
wounded, the Venom is carried fo quick to the 
‘Heart, that all Remedies are too late; but if it

tain they are no where lefs difturbed, for the Ne- 
gros do not know how to ufe Fire-Arms; and 
thefe Birds are as little afraid of their Arrows, 
asof the Snake's Bite. Their Feathers muft needs 
be very hard and clofe fet, for they will, unhurt, 
‘off a Snake, which they tear in Pieces to” 
their Young.

+, From Sanyeng the Road leads to Mangar, the 
Refidence of the King of Kayor, for fome Part 
of the Year; and thence to Emboul, where he 
has his chief Seraglio*. This is a fpacious Man- 
fion, parted from the Town by a Pallifado, or 
Hedge of Reeds; and the Avenues to it are 
planted on both Sides with Palm-Trees, where 
Blacks te their Keio ve is the Habita- 
tion of the King’s princi ‘ives, whom they 
call Sogona; and no Man iy allowed to come 
ineares $02. then an buindred Pace. 

Tew Leagues from Mangar is the Village 
Embar, where the next Succeffor to the King of 
the Country refides; from hence you come to 
Biyurt *, which is a Town on iver Sanaga, 
(almoft fite to the Ifland of St, Louis); 
where dwell the King's Coll for Taxes and 
Tolls. The Men-Inhabitants #f this Place arc 
fo Ines that they will do ngJKind of Work ; 
the omen managing all, even their {mall 
Trade, by which Means they have the Oppor- 
tunity of being very leud, and debauched, with 
the European Sailors. 

Bestpes the Places mentioned in the a- 
bove Account of the Road, there are many 
other fmall Villages, or Hamlets, {catered a- 
long the Sides of it. But Travellers muft al- 
fo know, that the Heat here is almoft intole- 
sable all the Year round, only it is fomewhat 
allayed in November and December; and that 
there is no {topping from Morning till Night, 
unlefs it be for a while, about Noon, under fome 
‘Trees, to eat of fuch Provifions as they muft 
carry with them on little Affes, which are dull, 
heavy Creatures, Horfes being fcarce at Rujifee. 
However the French Apeaty ride a Horfe-back, 
and their Servants on furry Affes, without 
Saddles, which is Dreeniy aoe At Night 
they lie at fome Village, where there is no Ac- 
xommodation, cithen for Man or Beaft; the

The King was prefled to 
this by Bemsy, Sovereign of the Country (and 
d Succelfor to Bur Biram, King of the Falofs) who 
having been expelled by his Subjets, ran a-foot 
from Fence along the Sea~Coaft, as far as Arguin, 
where he imbarked for Portugul with fome of 
his Followers, to beg Affiftance of that King. 

This Bemey returned to his Conntry with 
Fleet, and landing, proceeded to build the Fort ; 
but the Place proving rey unhealthy, the Por- 
tuguexe died apace, and Situation being bad, 
becaufe of the ftrong Current of the River, da 
¢ Cunna was fo uneafy, fearing his Mafter would 
int him Governor, which would have made 


his Life miferable, that, in a Rage, he murdered Bajely mur= 


the unfortunate black King aboard his Ship, and“ 
returned with the reft of his Men to Lifbon, leav- 
ing the Fort unfinifhed. King John was highly 
fended at him, both for the Di intment and 
the Murder¢, but did not put the Villain to Death.
